Host  of  the  American  barreled  apples  offered  for  sale  on  the  Liver- 
pool auction  on  Wednesday,  September  26,  v/ero  of  the  "Virginia  Early  Export" 
grade  and  the  demand  in  general  v/as  moderate  to  good,  according  to  a  cable 
received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from 
I,:r.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.     Supplies  of 
Virginia  Yorks,  Bonum  and  Jonathans  v/orc  liberal  but  only  light  supplies  of 
other  barreled  varieties  v/ero  available.    Liberal  supplies  of  American  pears 
were  being  offered  on  the  Liverpool  market  during  the  past  v/oek,  states 
ilr.  Smith. 


The  bulk  of  the  Virginia  York  Imperials  on  the  Liverpool  auction 
showed  more  color  than  during  the  preceding  weeks.     Shipments  ar.  ived  firm 
and  in  good  condition  and  the  demand  v/as  active.    The  na.rket  for  the  week 
closed  at  ^5.84  to  ^5.08  for  fruit  in  good  condition  and  color  as  against 
v6.33  to  ^6.81  for  fruit  in  similar  color  and  condition  last  week.  Poor- 
ly colored  Yorks  brought  from  50  cents  to  *1«00  per  barrel  less.    Licst  of 
the  Virginia  Jonathans  arrived  in  variable  condition.    There  was  a  good 
demand,  however,  for  fruit  in  good  condition,  "Virginia  Early  Export",  2^ 
inch  stock,  selling  at  from.  sp5.84  to  ^6.33  per  barrel.    The  bulk  of  the 
Virginia  Bonum  likewise  arrived  in  variable  condition,  "Virginia  Early 
Export"  grades,  2-j  inch  stock,  soiling  moderately  at  from.  .^'S.ll  to^5.60 
per  barrel.    There  was  a  good  demand  for  Virginia  Staym^an  Y/inesaps  and  Ben 
Davis  but  only  a  slov/  dem.and  for  Virginia  Grimes.    There  v/as  much  overripe 
fruit  in  the  latter  variety  but  good  condition  stock  ranged  from- ^5.11  to 
^5.60  per  barrel  for  U.S.  llo.  1,  2-|-inch  fruit.    Grimes  of  good  color  and 
bright  appearance  in  London  brought  from.  ^5.64  to  ^6.33  per  barrel.  Yorice 
brought  about  the  sam.e  in  London  as  in  Liverpool.    The  demand  for  barreled 
apples  in  the  London  mirket  is  imporving,  states  Ilr.  Smith. 

Boxed  apples  in  general  v/ore  only  in  light  to  moderate  supply  and 
the  demand  for  most  of  the  stock  was  good  to  active.    \/ashington  Jonathans 
and  Oregon  Gravensteins  were  actively  com.peted  for.    Extra  Fancy  Jonathans 
from,  w'ashington  sold  quickly  at  ^3.65  per  box  for  150/lb3/l75  s.'ies,  v/hilc 
cor.bination  p.icks  of  Extra  Fancy  and  Fancy  Jonatlians  of  the  same  size  brought 
.$3.59.    Fancy  Gravensteins  from  Oregon  brought  ^3.28  per  box  as  against  ^2.92 
to^3.16  per  box  last  v/ck.     There  v;as  only  a  moderate  domiand  for  California 
llewtons,  Fancy  fruit  in  good  condition  bringing  from  ^2.62  to  ^2,c&  per  box 
for  the  150/l63/l75  sizes  as  against  v2.80  to  ^2*92  for  sim.ilar  size  and 
grade  stock  in  fair  condition  last  week.    The  demand  for  V/ashington  Grim.es 
v.-as  slow  although  the  fruit  offered  v/as  in  good  condition.

Tho  Hamburg  market  for  Am.crican  apples  on  Thursday  was  snowing  strength, 
according  to  IJr.  Sm.ith.    Both  barreled  and  boxed  varieties  v;cre  in  light  sup- 
ply and  prices  for  fruit  in  good  condition  \/ore  about  the  same  as  those  paid 
in  Liverpool.
